This will make it impossible for the 
book holder to buy any sugar until 
his or her supply is used up. 
This application which

signed to obtain a ration book will 
carry on its face the warning that 
false reports

person making 
such reports to 
severe 
penalties 
ranging as high as a $10,000 fine 
or 10 y ears of imprisonment. It is 
ex pected that there will be 
rela­ 
tively few cases of falsification. 
It is planned to require one per­ 
son to register 
for 
each 
family 
unit, the unit to include the mother 
father, children and wards. Other 
persons living in a household must 
register separately for their books 
ex cept 
in

those of invalids, etc. 
When a consumer buy s sugar and 
the storekeeper tears
